Theodore Hook, whom as & clubman, we may
have oceasion agnin to nolice, was accustomed
to frequent Crockford’s, where play did not
begin ull lute. We would ofien, afler going the
round of the Clubs,wind np with **hall an hour”
at Crockford’s. 1In order to avold the night awr,
aguinst which he bad been eautioned by his
wedical attendant, he was aceustomed not to
lewve the guming house for Fulham, where he
resided, till about four or five o'clock iu the
morning. After Crockford’s death, the club
house was sold by his executors for £2000, held
on lense, of which thirty-two years were unex-
pired, subject to a yearly reut of £1400. [t is
sald that the decorations aloue cost £94,000,
The interior was redecorated u 1849, and
opened for the Military, Naval, and County Ser-
vice Club, bot was ¢losed sagain m 1861, It
bas been for several years & dining house—the
“Wellington.”
